1* A* you know, we worked out an arrangement with General 
Erakine’a office for Major General Bela Kiraly, former Military 
Commander of Budapeat during the Hungarian Revolution of 1956, 
to meet with Defenee official a at the Pentagon and at Fort Bragg. 

2. The purpose a of this were twofold: To indicate to the Soviet# 
that our military wera carefully conaidering the exploitation of 
Hungarian guerrilla potential in the event of a ahowdown on Berlin; 
and to actually make available to your unconventional warfare people 
any ideas Kiraly ha a. 

3. On the latter count at least this seems to have been success- 
ful. We assume that Soviet intelligence is well aware of Kiraty*s 
visit, and we hope that this will be taken seriously by Moscow. (We 
believe that Moscow takes very eeriouely indeed any U.S. interest in 
Satellite affairs of this sort. ) 

4. We should like to express our thanks for the excellent work 
and cooperation of General hr skins, General Gee of Special Warfare, 
Colonel Jones of Fort Bragg, Colonel Uansdale and \ 

of OSO in this joint effort. 

5. We hope we may b« able to find other ways in making full use 
of General Kiraly* s and perhaps others* talents in this general area.

Thought you would like to know that the bringing together of 
General Kiraly and Defense officials has been most successful. As 
a result of the Pentagon luncheon, both BA and Army have warmly 
seconded our view that it would be useful to have him meet with some 
of our top officials for a discussion of unconventional warfare as he 
saw it in Hungary. 1 intend getting in touch with you later about this. 

Kiraly then went to Ft. Bragg, where the visit was highly success- 
ful. He spoke to a group of top commanders and staff officers, a group 
of foreign students, and was given a star place in the seminar on un- 
conventional warfare attended by officers from many commands and 
organizations. I believe this gave quite a lift to Kiraly's morale, to 
be riding in an assigned sedan bearing two stars of his rank and being 
among soldiers again. I know that he made a real hit with the Army; 
they want him to give a lecutre at the Command and Staff College at 
Leavenworth. 

I bring this to your attention mainly because you might have other 
foreign leaders such as Kiraly, from whom we can mutually benefit. 

If you are considering a.note of appreciation, 1 would suggest a 
letter from the DCI to the Secretary, including naming General Gee of 
Special Warfare and Colonel Jones of Ft.
